To the Frients. of Liberty throught the Unted 
St tes: 


The undersianed, at a public mecting of, 
citizens of Boston, held at Faneuil Hall, on 
the 2%h met.. in relation to the recent arrest, 
at Washington, of thres men, charged with 
aesisting the estapo of fugitive slaves, were 
authorized to collect money and employ coun- 
sel, for the purpos: of sdefending these men, 
aud ef bringing before the Supreme Court of 
the United States the question of the legality 
of slovery in the District of Columbia. 

Our action ia this matter ean furnish no col- 
or of pretence to charge us with meddlesome 
interiereuce. Whitever mriy be the ease in 
the States, slavery in the Disuiet of Columbia 
is a nadenal affair —our atfuir. Over that 
District Congress possesses sole and exclu- 
Rive jurisdiction. I is the ejtizens of the 
United States who are the jailors of these 
men. : 

We deny that the Constitution confers on 
Coagress any power to establish, or to pian 
tain slavery, in territory over which it possers- 
es exclusive jurisdiction. Vhis is a most jie 
portagt question, in referenee not only to the 
Pistrict of Columbia, but to the teritory 
about to be acquired from Mexico. We wish 
to briag it betare the Supreme Court, and to 
have ® presented there, alena with some 
other clostly related qnestions, by the very 
ablest counsel. ‘Lo do that, moncy 1s needed ; 
and we call en you, friends of hberty, to fur- 
nish it.

American Slavery--<its Efiects npon the 
Rights and Interests of the North. 


“© Tf a people assist in fastening one e:.d of 
a chain around the limbs of another, inevita- 
ble fate will sooner of later fasten the other 
end around their own necks.’’ 

_ We rejoice that it is an immutable law of 
Providence, in the regulation of human af- 
fairs, to order that individuals or communities 
cannot disregard and trample upon the rights 
of others without ailveting their own rights and 
int:rests; that he has established the indivisi-~ 
bility of the human race an identity of their 
interest. We need no more infallible ihis~ 
tration of the workings of this Providentiad 
law than is presented in reviewing the wn- 
hallowed conneetion and criminality of the 
North in relation to slavery, and the effects 
of that institution ov the rights and interests 
of the North. 

In the formation of a constitution for the 
government of the confedersey, the North 
did nog guly mortgage every particle of its 
sol as. a hunting ground for the bloodhounds of, 
slavery, biped and quadruped, to dog the: 
track of, and worry the panting fugitive from, 
the worse than death-like vale of Southern 
oppression ; they did not only pledge every- 
strong arm at the North to go to the South.
